DETAILED ACTION 



A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1,114. including the fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 
16, 2004 has been entered. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Claim 1 has been amended as following. 

A color picture screen provided with a blue phosphor layer comprising a mixture 

of: 

particles of a first phosphor having a light emission in the range from 430 to 490 

nm; 

and particles of a second phosphor having a light emission in the range from 380 
to 450 nm. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4,6-9 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner^s statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest a color picture screen having the combination of the limitations as set forth in 
claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation of the blue phosphor layer comprising 
a mixture of particles of first phosphor having light emission in the range from 430 to 
490nm and particles second phosphor having light emission in the range from 380 to 
450 nm. 

Regarding claims 2-4, 6-9. claims 2-4 and 6-9 are allowable for the reasons 
given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 .
